Results will be turned over to TEPA of- 
ficials, who then will decide if any ac- 
tion is warranted. (Following the 
discovery of high lead air levels here in 
1981, the agency ordered blood tests of 
some residents and soil and ground- 
water tests for lead content.) 

The IEPA reports low leyel lead ex- 
posure has been found to interfere with 
human blood production. Kidney, nerve 
cell \and brain damage, also are 
associated with lead exposure. Chil@ren 
are the most ‘Sensitive to the adverse 
health effects of lead. 

The Press-Record has learned a resi- 
dent living nearby the lead pile sought 
medical treatment for his dog in 
February after the animal suffered 
from’a series of convulsive attacks. Dr. 
Phillip M. McKinney, a veterinarian 


who} treated ‘the animal at the 
Hawthorne Animal Hospital in 
Edwardsville, said the dog displayed 
disorders of. the central nervous 
system. 

A Sample of the dog’s blood, sent to a 
laboratory by Dr. McKinney, showed a 
blood lead level of .73 parts of lead for 
each million parts blood. A. reading 
above <6 parts is considered a diagnosis 
of lead poisoning. 

In ‘the past, the veterinarian said he 
occasionally treated dogs for lead 
poisoning, when lead paint\was used to 
paint houses. 

The owner of the dog said the animal 
had often been allowed to roam outside 
within yards of the lead pile. The dog 
has since been removed from the waste 
pile ‘area and no longer suffers from

convulsions. 

The resident subsequently had 
himself tested at the Illinois Depart- 
ment-of Public Health Lead Poisoning 
Control Center in Granite City and was 
told he did not have a high blood lead 
level reading. 

‘The IEPA is not currently issuing any 
advice to residents in reaction to the 
latest lead testing, while the agency 
waits for the the alley and playground 
samples to be,analyzed, Maloney said. 
However, preventing children from in- 
gesting dirt and making sure they wash 
their hands before eating are ad- 
viseable ‘health habits in any situation, 
according to the IEPA spokesman. ;

Pontoon first to 
OK cable TV sale

Members of the Pontoon Beach) 
Village Board were the first to approve 
the sale of South-Western Cable TV, 
Inc. to First Carolina'Communications 
Inc., of Rocky Mount, N.C. The trustees 
unanimously approved the sale at Tues- 
day’s regular village board meeting. 

The action came after guarantees by, 
the new owners that basic cable rates 
will remain the same for at least one 
year, six new chanrels will be made 
ayailale and the village’s percentage 
of revenues would be increased 

Charles David Smith, representative 
for First Carolina Communications, 
Inc., said that the North Carolina cable 
company expects to complete the take- 
over of South-Western Cable by 
December or early January of the com- 
ing year. He said the new service will 
be Known as South-Western Cable TV 
Limited. “‘It’s my understanding that 
our company will have to adhere to all 
the terms of the current contracts. We 
have no plans to raise rates within the 
next year." id 

Village Attorney Bob.Hennessey ask- 
ed if it would be possible for Pontoon 
Beach to receive a percentage of the 
pay television receipts after the sale 
was approved. He cited, as an example, 
the city of Granite City, which recently 
negotiated a contract to receive three 
percent of the revenues from HBO and 
the Movie Channel. 

Smith said he also would be in favor 
of increasing the village’s percentage 
of income from the franchise. Currently 
Pontoon Beach only takes in three per- 
cent of the basic cable charges. “We 
would be willing to grant the same posi- 
tion to Pontoon Beach as we did to 
Granite City. It’s inconceivable that we 
wouldn’t offer the same deal to 
everyone.” 

Smith added that the increase would 
not be contingent on the village giving 
up its right to regulate rate increases.

such as divorce or the death of a per- 
son named as beneficiary, then the 
will should be reviewed to see if 
changes are necessary. It should be 


noted that under Illinois law when @,, 


person is divorced, the ex-spouse 
automatically drops out of the will. 

Furthermore, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office to consult an at- 
torney regarding one’s will when 
there is a move to another state. This 
is because the laws of each state are 
different. For instance, some states 
require two witnesses for a will to be 
valid and some require three. 

Another frequent question is 
whether the executor or administrator. 


of an estate must be a resident of Il-. 


linois and whether they are entitled to. 
a fee for their services. While an ex- 
ecutor is designated by the deceased 
in the will itself, an administrator is 


“appointed by thi 


ourt because the 
deceased died without a will, .The 
function of each, however, is the. 
same. Both are required to collect any 
assets owing to the estate and.to pay 
all valid debts owed by the deceased. 

Under the laws of Illinois, an ad- 
ministrator must be a resident of this 
state while an executor need not be. 
Therefore, if a person is making a will 
and wishes to name an out-of-state 
individual as executor, ‘this »is per-* 
missible. Both executors and ad 
ministrators are entitled, to 
“reasonable compensation for their 
services”. based on the amount of 
work performed. The amount of com< 
pensation to be allowed in an 
dividual case is ultimately determined 
by the Court. 

A final question frequently asked 
involves the procedure for contesting 
a will. In one case, a father had nine 
children whom he apparently. loved 
equally. He owned a farm valued in 
excess of one million dollars. The 
youngest child convinced the father 
to sign a will on his death-bed leaving 
the*entire estate to him. In order to 
successfully contest this will, the, 
other children would have ‘to 
demonstrate that the father was not 
of sound mind when he signed this 
document or that the youngest son’ 
exercised undue influence on the :

History reflections

The depression of the 1930s took its 
toll on the Quad-City area. The Civilian 
Conservation Corps and Works Pro- 
gress Administration, federally- 
devised programs, at one time were the 
main sources of employment. 

The Press-Record was hit not only 
with hard times but with rnore competi- 
tion, this time from a weekly publica- 
tion known as the Granite City Tribune. 
But that paper went out as quickly as it 
came in. * 

The Press-Record again changed its 
publication days to meet the needs of 
the community; the days have stayed 
at Monday and Thursday ever since. 
‘Although the size of the paper became a 
bit slimmer in the jobless ’30s, it! 
operated during those lean years 
without interruption. 

Just before the post-World War II 
years ushered in an era’ of un- 
precedented expansion and prosperity, 
with Granite City growing rapidly to 
the east and north, a major change took 
place at the Press-Record. On April 1, 
1944, management of the paper was 
taken over by Editor C.E. Townsend. In 
1947, he became the owner. 
| The newspaper won numerous 
awards under his direction, aggressive- 
ly. reporting events and trends, even 
when this led to confrontations with 
organized gamblers and gangsters. 

Threats and gunplay occurred. 
Bullets were fired into the Press- 
Record building and reporters were 
threatened, but the community was 
able to turn the corner from rambunc- 
tious, lawless conditions to become 
g00d, safe place in which to live, play, 
shop,: work and raise a. family, 
residents recall. 

The size of the newspaper staff top- 
ped 35:and a two-story annex was built 
to house new offices. © | 

The Press-Record was under Town- 
gend’s' leadership for 26 years, the 
longest span in the history of the 
newspaper.

Because federal courts can intervene in state- 
imposed death penalty cases, state courts cannot total- 
ly control the length of an appeal; but the state should 
take whatever steps it can to shorten the time a defen- 
dant is “kept on the rack,” the gathering was told. 

Ryan said that of 25 death sentences reviewed by the 
Illinois Supreme Court since capital punishment was 
reinstated, only 10 were affirmed and the other 15 were 
“needlessly subjected to a period of torture” by being 
sent to Death Row. 

He concluded, “Undoubtedly, part of the answer will

Of course, throwing money at a problem is not 
always the surest path to a solution. The chief justice 
did not say so; but his recommendation also could be 
interpreted as suggesting that all who play roles in the 
process might try taking a slightly less leisurely ap- 
proach to some of their tasks and timetables.

He concludes, “It is especially important this fall, 
because of the summer’s drought, to be extra careful 
with any type of outdoor burning. Landowners need to 
plow fire lanes around the brush they want to burn, 
burn when the wind is down, keep brush piles small, 
not start them on the windward side of the pile, and 
avoid leaving fires unattended. IIlinoisans also need to 
be cautious with campfires, cigarettes and power 
equipment as well as all the possible fire hazards 
around one’s home."’

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Program aimed at giving the 
area jobless new work skills

Plant closings and layoffs 
have become a fact of life for 
many Madison County 
workers, and today’s 
technological advances may 
not be good news to workers 
“whose skills are becoming 
obsolete. 

But a solution for some of 
the county’s: unemployed 
may be coming in the not-so- 
distant future. Thanks to a 
state grant award of 
$440,000, the county is setting 

_/ up a dislocated worker pro- 
(gram to help the 
» unemployed acquire’ more 

marketable job skills. 

“We're targeted toward 
workers who have. been 
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released -because of high 
technology. ‘improvements 
and plant closings such as 
Owens-Illinois and A. 0. 
Smith,’’ program ad- 
ministator Don Young said. 

“There are people who 
have been working for a 
company for a number of 
years, who, after all of that 
time, are now on the outside. 
Their skills are not in de- 
mand any more.” 

Young said the name of the 
county program will be the 
Center for Assessment, 
Retraining and Employment 
(CARE), It will depend on 
area institutions such as

According to Young, the 
Job Service division of the I- 
lincis Bureau of Employ- 
ment Securiy will soon give 
the county a list of job skills 
which should be in demand 
in the area, The county will 
then take these skills to the 
area colleges, who will set up 
classes for the jobless 
workers in the county pro- 
gram. \ 

Although the county has 
not yet received the list of 
skills which may be taught 
here, Young said the county 
sent a list of more than a 
dozzen, possible skills to the 
state when applying for the 
grant. Included in that list 
were data processing, in- 
surance adjusting, heating 
and refrigeration repair, 
business machine repair and 
nursing. 

‘Young said the CARE staff 


“will try to match a_person’s 


existing skills and job 
background with the job 
skills that will be taught. 

“It’s up to the Job Service 
people to review the list we 
sent,” Young Said. “They'll 
certify some and modify 
others.”” 

Besides training, Young 
said the program also will 
help people with resumes 
and prepare them for job in- 
terviews. 

Another detail to be ironed 
out is how workers may app- 
ly and how many people will 
be able to enter the program. 
Young hopes workers will be 
able to apply at their local 
Job Service office. 

The applications would 
then be forwarded to a 
dislocated worker program 
office. Staff workers would 
then rank the applicants on 
such criteria as length of 
time unemployed and 
number of children. The 


higher-ranked applicants 
would get the first chance to 
enter the program. 

Young said the program 
will be under the supervision 
of the Madison County 
board, which gave its ap- 
proval at its July meeting. 

The dislocated worker pro- 
gram is part of the Job 
Training Partnership Act, 
which Young said is the 
Reagan administation’s 
alternative to CETA. 

The Illinois Department of 
Commerce and Community 
Affairs will administer the 
program at the state level, 
and that agency must give 
its final approval before the 
county program can begin. 

‘And when the program 
gets started, Young hopes 
applicants and others involv- 
ed with CARE will have pa- 
tience. 

“This is a whole new pro- 
gram for everybody,” he 
said. ‘‘We’re learning 
something new every day.” 

Currently, the Dislocated 
Workers Program is enroll- 
ing eligible people in one-day 
job shops, which teach job 
search skills, incuding how 
to fill out application, read 
want ads and prepare a 
resume, and another three-- 
week program, career 
search, which is a_self-- 
directed intensified job 
search class, which taps the 
hidden job market. Par- 
ticipants learn telephone 
techniques, resume prepara- 
tion, how to interview, 
follow-up on job leads -and 
how to transfer their job ex- 
perience to current job open- 
ings.

Madison County EOC has 
received funding from the 
Department .of Commerce 
and Community Affairs to 
build ramps for permanently 
handicapped persons in 
Madison County.

Today the Federal, Food 
and Nutrition service pro- 
vides breakfast and lunch 
for all children who need 
them on a cost free or a 
nominal cost basis. The 
schools are paid for all lun- 
ches by the USDA. Free 
surplus food, also, is made 
available for school lunch 
programs. 

Recent researclr has found 
that chidren who eat school 
lunches have healthier 
bodies than those who bring 
their lunches or than those 
who go elsewhere for lunch. 

The potential for living to 
be 130 to 140 years of age ex- 
ists today, if ohe had had the 
proper foods since infancy. 
Good nutrition can extend 
life and help people avoid il- 
Inesses in the next century, 
when the cost of hospitaliza- 
tion is expected to be as high 
as $2,000 to $3,000 a day. 

Nutrition education is as 
important as teaching 
parenting. All facets of

Niehaus Jr., 23, of 1115 Mc-

alleges that he was struck 
while handcuffed and on the 
ground and also was struck 
while he was in the Madison 
jail.

Richard Shaikewitz of Alton, 
Niehaus says he was ar- 
rested’ on charges of 
disorderly conduct and 
resisting arrest at 2:15 a.m. 
Oct. 1 outside a tavern near 
14th Street and Madison 
Avenue. He was released, at 
7:55 a.m. that day on $204 
bail, a hearing on the 
charges is set for Oct. 28. 

(Niehaus, was prosecuted 
for, battery after an 
unrelated incident May 30, 
1981, outside his father’s 
home. Richard L. Niehaus 
Sr., 48, later was fined $900 
and court costs for battery 
and was placed under a 
year's conditional 
discharge; another son of 
Richard Sr., Jeff Niehaus, 
was fined $585 for battery 
and was put under six-month 
court supervision 

(Madison Patrolman 
Richard Asperger had been 
beaten and kicked after ask- 
ing that a house party be 
quieted, authorities said 
Those who responded to aid 
him in a crowd of 50 included 
state police, county deputies, 
a railroad detective and 
police from Venice, Madison 
and Granite City. 

(Circuit Judge William 
Johnson ordered Niehaus Jr. 
to pay $34 restitution, to pay 
court costs and to remain 
under six months of condi- 
tional discharge for alleged- 
ly helping beat Asperger. 
State’s Attorney Don W. 
Weber criticized this deci- 
sion, saying, ‘There's no ex- 
cuse for that sentence. 
judges don’t command that 
criminals respect police of- 
ficers, then it’s going to be 
open season on the police."”) 

In the Oct. 1, 1983, case, 
Police Chief Donald Bridick 


told the Press-Record 
yesterday that his depart- 
ment is conducting an in- 
vestigation for the Madison 
Board of Fire and Police 
Commissioners: No date has, 
been set at this time for com- 
pletion ‘of the investigation 
and for the forwarding of fin- 
dings to the board. 

The chief said reports in- 
dicated that’ Niehaus had 
been ordered out of the 
tavern by its management 
and was trying to return 
there when police intervened 
on Oct. 1 :

It 
was said that the man had 
been asked to leave a tavern 
after knocking over some 
beer. 

About tert minutes later, 
police returned and saw:a 
group of about ten people 
trying to break up a fight 
outside the south Wall, of 
Boshkoff's. 

The melee had been nearly 
quelled, it was said, until 
William Kmucha, 26, St. 
Louis, formerly of Madison, 
intervened loudly, Niehaus 
allegedly then shouted pro- 
fanity and shook his hand at 
a Madison officer. 

Granite City police, mean- 
while, had arrived to assist. 
It alleged that Niehaus 
pulled away and a Granite 
City policeman helped in for- 
cing him to the ground arid 
handcuffing him. 


When Kmucha allegedly 
interfered with the arrest, he 
also was forced to the 
ground, handcuffed and 
charged with disorderly con- 
duct and interfering with an 
officer.'His bail also was $204 
and his hearingyalso is set for 
Oct. 28. 


Niehaus in the suit says he 
was assaulted and battered 
twice without just cause or 
provocation.

“Congratulations to you 
and the board. I've seen ar- 
ticles that compliment 
school boards, but never one 
like this!"’ 

This was the enthusiastic 
comment to Granite City 
School Supt. Bob J. Davis by 
Gerald R. Glaub, Illinois 
School Board Journal editor, 
in a discussion of an article 
on Pages 6 and 7 of the cur- 
rent issue of the magazine. 

Glaub is director of com 
munications of the Illinois 
Association of School 
Boards, The IASB is a volun- 
tary service oprganization of 
915 Illinois schoo] boards, 
with offices in Springfield 
and Lombard. 

The Illinois Schoo] Board 
Journal reprinted a Press- 
Record commentary written 
this summer by Nancy Weil. 
Her Press-Record duties-in- 
cluded coverage of govern- 
mental agencies. She now is 
on the ‘news staff of the 
Southern Illinoisan at Car- 
bondale, 

Miss Weil's views were 
published under the heading, 
“School Board leaves good 
impression.” 

In addition to reprinting 
the Press-Record article, the 
school board magazine 
presented its own com- 
ments, entitled ‘‘Looking 
good.”” 

The ISBJ wrote, ‘School 
boards usually receive litle 
credit for the invaluable ser- 
vice they render their com- 
munities. The newspaper ar- 
ticle reprinted below, 
therefore, is decidedly 
unusual 

“The article is about the 
Boa of Education in 
Granite City, but it could 
have been written about any 
number of boards across I!- 
linois. 

“Although congratulations 
to the Granite City board 
may be in order, that’s not 
the reason for reprinting the 
article here. Rather, the ar 
ticle makes an important 
point for all school boards. 

“Perhaps because they 
are about the business of 
learning, most school board 
members spend an_ inor- 
dinate amount of time and 
energy learning about their 
jobs. Surely no other public 
officials attend. as’ many 
workshops or read as many 
books and periodicals about 
the: 

hool 


boards across Illinois 
receive pretty positive and 
supportive coverage from 
the news media. (There are 
exceptions.) 

“The Granite City article 
goes much farther than 
others we've seen in focusing 
on board performance and 
comparing that with the per- 
formance of other public 
bodies. 

“This could be an early 
sign. Perhaps the hard. 
working school: boards of Il- 
linois can look forward to 
someday receiving some of 
the recognition that is due 
them. 

“The Granite City article 
raises another important 
point, but doesn’t discuss it. 
That's the relationship bet- 
ween the school board and 
the administration. 

“School boards that look 
good to the public must 
share the credit with their 
superintendent—who, in the 
case of Granite City, hap- 
pens to be Bob Davis. 

‘Another successful 
superintendent once confid- 
ed that his top priority is 
‘making the school board 
look good.’ That seems 
rather self-serving on the 
surface. But the fact is a 
board will not look good 
unless the schools are satis- 
fying people. * 

“A board will not look good 
unless it gets adequate in- 
formation and leadership 
from the administration. 

“It's impossible for a 
school board to look good 
when the rest of the district 
looks bad. 

“A superintendent who 
runs the district to suit the 
desires of its constituents 
will make even a weak 
school board look good. A 
superintendent who runs the 
district to suit the desires of 
the board itself, however, 
could conceivably make the 
board look bad. 

“*Boards and 
superintendents who look 
good to the community have 
no doubt reminded 
themselves that they don't 
own the schools—the com- 
munity does. 

“At least that is the view 
that apparently prompted 
the Granite City newspaper 
article,” the state school 
board publication concluded.

“After recovering from 
the shell shock of covering 
Tuesday night’s meeting, 
which lasted three hours, I 
have spent some time think-

“Having been jaded dur- 
ing the past year of covering 
various governmental 
meetings to believe that, for 
the most part, the members 
are not cognizant of what 
they are voting for, I found 
the school board to be an im- 
pressive display of capabili- 
ty. 
“Frequently, I leave a 
meeting of elected officials 
disappointed and_ bitter. 
Generally, I believe that the 
reason things are so messed 
up actually is ‘because’ of 
those officials, not ‘in spite’ 
of them, whatever the par- 
ticular government might 
be. 

“But with the school 
board, I had a different im- 
pression, albeit an initial im- 
pression, covering it for the 
first time while Bill Winter is 
on vacation. Bill has, 
through the difficult times 
the school board has faced, 
spoken of their integrity and 
the open way decisions have 
been made. But seeing it is 
the only way to believe it. 

“Decisions about rehiring 
particularly stick in my 
mind. 

“The school board 
members considered each 
issue and aspect thoroughly 
before making a decision 
and. they seemed incredibly 
fair in their determinations. 

‘“‘What's more, the 
members are quite concern- 
ed about how the public will 
react. They understand that 
if they misspend even a 
minute amount, the public 
reaction will be one of 
hostility. 

“It is, after all, the 
public’s ‘money they are 
spending, but I’ve yet to see 
a group of elected officials 
consider so carefully how to 
appropriate each penny 

“As a group, they asked in- 
telligent, thoughtful ques- 
tions that proved their con. 


obligations.’ Not many 
groups of elected officials 
talk about morals in an open 
meeting. 

“For once, I witnessed a 
group of politicians who ob- 
viously had read and studied 
the huge packet of informa- 
tion to be discussed prior to 
the meeting. Not minutes 
before they entered the con- 
ference room, but really in 

. advance of the meeting. 
‘That # rare. 

‘They also understand the 
state laws that govern 
education and many times 
during the meeting they con- 
sidered statutes pertaining 
specifically to school boards. 

“The most enlightening 
aspect, however, was that 
everything apparently was 
above board. They freely 
discussed each topic. 

“And when it came time 
for the executive session, 
they graciously explained to 
the reporters present that 
they could certainly stay to 
protect the public’s interest, 
but requested that (items of) 
information discussed dur- 
ing that part of the meeting 
be considered for 
background only unless 
there were good reasons to 
make them public. 

“Most elected officials are 
pretty nervous about allow- 
ing the media to stay for an 
executive session. Most 
political factions seem not to 
completely understand the 
law concerning executive 
sessions. 


“But the Granite City 
School Board knows the law 
precisely. The members. ex- 
plained it to me, which is a 
complete. reversal of how it 
usually works. 


“The board members | 


were hospitable and helpful. 
They did not carry into the 
meeting lofty impressions of 
their function. 


“As the new school year 
approaches, residents can 
rest assured that their, school 
tax monies are being spent 
only after careful—and 
sometimes painful—scrutiny 
and evaluation. 


“It is‘ reassuring to find 
that the school district really - 
is being led by a board and 
administrative men and
